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ABSTRACT 


Two test wells were constructed under Contract FILD 73-13, 
one at each of the Northbound and Southbound Rest Areas 
between Moffitt Road and Stratton Road on the Northway. 
The work was completed in March 1974, 


Drilling and Test Data as obtained from samples, as well as 
direct observations and measurements, is included in the 
respective Appendix for each well, 


Pump requirements are to be reviewed due to the lack of simi- 
larity of well characteristics of the pre-existing (1967) 
wells and the new wells at each site. Final recommendations 
will be forthcoming from the Office of General Services.

During February and March of 1974 two new test wells were 
drilled, one at each of the Northbound and Southbound rest 
area sites on the subject project. Two existing wells had 
been completed under a 1967 contract but had not been put 

in use. The two new wells were to satisfy the requirement 
for a dual water source at each interstate rest area. Please 
note that the actual well locations are different than the 
proposed locations shown on the contract plans. The actual 
station, offset and elevation are shown on the well detail 
sheet in the respective appendix for each well. 


Grouting of the permanent casings into rock, performed under 
an order on contract, was accomplished during the week of 
February 25th, in addition, the Northbound well (NB No. 2) 
was drilled to a depth of 130(+) feet during the same week. 
A yield of 10-12 G.P.M. was estimated by the driller. While 
drilling was progressed on the Southbound well (SB No. 2) 
the Northbound well was tested with a submersible pump. It 
was determined that less than 10 G.P.M. would be obtained 
from NB well No. 2. Meanwhile the Southbound well was es- 
sentially dry at 160 feet. 


The writer recommended that both wells be continued to a 
depth of at least 200 feet. After some negotiations be- 
tween the Contractor and Sub-Contractor concerning the 
Contractural Agreement, which had called for a lump sum 
bid rather than a unit price bid for each well construc- 
tion item, drilling continued at the Southbound location. 
Within the next thirty feet, specifically 169-180 feet, a 
large quantity of water was obtained. Subsequent pump 


testing established a yield in excess of 120.G.P.M. The 


driller then set-up for a second time on NB No. 2 and con- 
tinued drilling from 130 to 200 feet. The original yield 
of 86.G.P.Mwas tripled, the well being tested at 25 G.P.M.

disinfected, tested and sampled for quality. The results 
of the pump and quality tests are included as part of this 
report, under the respective appendix for each well, in 
addition to a log of each well and other pertinent details. 
The pump tests reveal that the individual well characteris- 
tics at each of the Northbound and Southbound sites are not 
Similar. The depth, drawdown and yield of the wells are 
such that each well requires separate study with regard to 
location and capacity of the pump to be placed init. A 
quick study of the pumps that had already been ordered re- 
vealed that some were not compatible with the characteris- 
tics of the wells. The writer, with the approval of 

Mr. LaPierre (E.I.C.), contacted Mr. J. Cassidy of the 
Office of General Services whose office approved the orig- 
inal pumps and Mr. M. Hodge, Regional Construction Engineer 
for Region 7. It was agreed that Mr. Cassidy's office 
would re-study the well characteristics and pump require- 
ments. Upon completion of the study, which will attempt 
to utilize as many of the pumps as originally approved, 
Mr. Cassidy will transmit final recommendations to the 
Region regarding any pump charges that are necessary.
